Trade.—The Oversea imports during March were valued at £2,531,232 
and show a decrease of £283,615, or over 10 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for nine months, 
July to March, 1916-17, was £26,689,778, an increase of £1,953,414, 
or 7-9 per cent., in comparison with the figures for 1915-16. 

The Oversea exports during March amounted to £4,137,732, being an 
increase of £640,174, or over 18:3 per cent. as compared with the cor- 
responding month of last year. For the nine months, July to March, 
there was a decrease of £540,245, or over 1°6 per cent. compared with 


the same period for 1915-16.

During the nine months ended March, 1917, 
the oversea imports were valued at £25,781,667, and the interstate 
imports at £10,238,461, the total of the two being £36,020,128, 
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Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for March show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,758,588, or £92,138 more than in 
March of last year. During the nine months ended 31st March the 
revenue was £13,626,626, being £340,914, or 2:5 per cent. more than 
in the corresponding period of the last financial year.

On the 3lst March, 1917, the Consolidated Revenue Account was in 
debit to the amount of £2,548,621. 


Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 31st March shows 
that in comparison with the corresponding quarter of last year, the 
earnings increased by £180,836, and the expenditure by £30,888. 
During the period there was a decrease of 313,390 train miles run, 
but the additional passengers carried numbered 1,103,404. Relatively 
the earnings increased by 1s. 1#d. and the expenditure by 5d. per 
train mile. 


The total earnings of all lines of Tramways, during the quarter, 
amounted to £516,604, and the working expenses to £392,001, leaving 
a surplus of £124,603. 


Banks.—The banking averages for the quarter ended 31st March show a 
general contraction in comparison with the figures of the previous 
quarter—especially in the cash held. Compared with the corresponding 
period of last year, there was an increase of £4,893,033 in current 
accounts, and in deposits as a whole of £6,776,773, although the figures 
are inclusive of Savings Bank deposits—interest bearing—of the 
Commonwealth Bank of Australia. Reserves of coin and bullion 
exhibit a decrease of £195,506 during the year, and of £1,160,055 on 
the quarter’s transactions. Advances increased by £8,297,987 during 
the year, and during the quarter by £512,192. The proportion of cash, 
bullion, and notes, to total liabilities now stands at 26-9 per cent., as 
compared with 31-9 per cent. in March last year. Included in the cash 
held is an amount of £11,040,018 Australian notes, as against 
£12,911,995 for the previous year, 
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Savings Banks.—In the two institutions operating in New South Wales 
there were 835,984 depositors, having £37,949,373 on deposit at the 
end of 1916. The deposits show an increase during the quarter of 
£483,327. The average amount to the credit of each depositor was 
£45 7s. 11d., which is on a par with the previous quarter, and the 
average per inhabitant was £20 Ils. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in March, 1917, prices avere 34:3 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914, 2°3 per cent. higher than in March, 1916, and 0-4 per cent. 
higher than in the preceding month, February, 1917. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
March, 1917, 70°8 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 2°2 per cent. 
higher than in March, 1916, and 0-2 per cent. higher than in February, 
1917. Potatoes were slightly cheaper, and onions a little dearer, while 
eggs again increased in price. : 

The only fluctuation in meat prices was an increase of 14d. in the 
price of pork chops.

Land Seleetions.—During March, 113 applications were made for 66,314 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 129,069 acres, representing 
167 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 328, and the area applied for 164,856 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
lst January is 229,014 acres, representing 608 blocks. 


Meteorology.—The weather during March on the whole was remarkably 
dry, and quite in contrast with the abundant rainfall experienced for a 
series of months. Almost throughout the total area shortages occurred, 
and in extensive portions of the Western district no rain whatever was 
recorded for the whole month. In the north-east of the State, and on

parts of the coastal area, however, favourable rains were received, the 
total falls approaching the average. A few scattered stations, prin- 
cipally on the North and South Coast, registered substantial surpluses. 


The temperatures were generally mild, but heat was experienced in 
the West, and cold on the Southern Tablelands. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—Mareh, 1917.—The births regis- 
tered numbered 1,786, equal to 28°03 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 902 were males and 884 females. The rate is 3:6 per cent. 
below the average of the previous five years. 


4The deaths numbered 582, namely, 327 males and 255 females, equal 
toa rate of 9:13 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 9°9 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age groups except 
65 and over. 


The infantile mortality was 51:5 per 1,000 births, and is 29 per cent. 
below the average for March, of the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
March, 532 new buildings, as compared with 500 in March, 1916. 


The total for the three months January to March, was 1,312, as 
compared with 1,407 during the corresponding period of 1916.
